Leaving a note with the 
West Rutland Trust Company of $3,971.52, which is to be paid 
by 20% of the Highway fund according to vote of the town 
at March meeting, 1916.

6th, To see if the town will vote to appropriate 20 per cent of the 
highway fund for sidewalks. 

7th* To see if the town will vote to raise money to pay the current 
expenses and indebtedness of the town* 

8th. To see if the town will vote to pay all taxes direct to the treas- 
urer as required by law. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of money in 
addition to the amount now required by law to take advantage of the 
state aid law, and if so, how much! 

10th, To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for a 
period of ten years any and all now work shops, factories and mills in the 
same whose construction will be begun A, D, 1937, and which will employ 
twenty-five or more persons. 

11th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
sprinkle the main streets of the village with oil or water this coming 
summer. 


32th. To see if the town will vote to empower .the selectmen to cause 
the portion of the town known as Durgy Hill to be lighted with a sufficient 
number of electric lights, 

13th, To see if the town will vote to place lights on the Whipple Hol- 
low road from the Monahan Crossing to the west end of Water street, 

14th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to sell 
the school property in the North Whipple Hollow and SmithtOwn dis- 
tricts. 


15th, To transact any other necessary and legal business.
